Mather on the proposed merit sys- | 


tem or civil service for the city of 
Upland. He urges others in the 
community to report on the pro- 
posal, 

His article follows: 

The proposed ordinance centers 
around the powers and duties of 
the city council, the personnel 
clerk, and the board of review, as 
indicated in former articles, To 
complete our survey we need look 
at only half a dozen sections. 

Section 16 authorizes the city 
council to make a contract with 
any competent agency for tech- 
nical services in connection with 


either the Setting up or the Oper- | 


ation of the personnel system, in- 
Cluding the duties of the person- 
nel clerk, But no power or duty 
of the city council may be so del- 
egated. Section 17 directs the 
necessary appropriations by the 
city council. Section 21 author- 
izes a clause giving the customary 
preference to “honorably discharg- 
ed members of the armed services 
of the United States”. Section 22 
provides the penalty for violation 
of the ordinance, a fine of not 
more than $300.00 or imprison- 
ment in the city jail for not more 
than three months, or both. Sec-
